The extrem e southern tip of F ay­ 
ette County is crawling with 17- 
year locusts, but the infestation is 
lim ited to that area. 
Starting a few days ago the lo­ 
custs suddenly appeared by t h e 
millions jn the lower p art of the 
county, and over most of the south­ 
ern hill counties. Billions of the in­ 
sects are now making life almost 
unbearable with their noise— al­ 
m ost a roar in some sections. 
In the meantime hogs, b i rds 
and fish are feasting on the un­ 
usual insects which had spent 17 
years under ground and then all 
came forth within 48 hours time. 
As the locusts (or cicada— pro­ 


nounced si-ka-da with acc e n t on 
.syllable and a broad “ A” ) em erge 
from the ground they 
craw l 
up 
trees, lushes, buildings, posts and 
anyw here else they can cling. The 
locust proper comes forth from the 
shell and as soon as its wings are 
dry, is ready to fly, leaving the old 
shells in countless num bers clinging 
to the object on which the tran s­ 
form ation took place.

Such a tone, along with one 
In the northern Pacific area, has 
been discussed in disarmament 
talks under way in London as 
part ot a ‘'first-step’’ agreement 
involving Rusia and the U. S. 
A denaurer told a news confer­ 
r e e Tuesday 
that 
a 
first-step 
agreem ent on disarm am ent is pri­ 
m arily a program for the United 
States and Russia. It “ would not 
serve a useful purpose” he added 
to apply initial aerial inspection to 
G erm any. 
He said 
that 
any first - step 
treaty with the Russians should 
avoid reductions of m anpow er and 
weapons in Europe. Those m eas­ 
ures he said should be left for 
a later com prehensive pact which 
would deal also with world wide 
m ilitary cutbacks and global con­ 
trol of nuclear weapons. 
SINCE GERMANY is the 
key 
country in the heart of Europe and 
since G erm any’s consent would he 
a requirem ent of any disarm am ent 
agreem ent affecting its territory 
the prospect for any such agree­ 
m ent virtually disappeared und­ 
er A denauer’s opposition. T hat sit­ 
uation would be changed only 
if 
his position turned out to be more 
flexible than his words indicated 
or should be modified in the light 
©ffutureevents. 
The G erm an leader winding up 
w as scheduled to take off for G er­ 
m any late today after a round of 
cerem onial activities. 
Adenauer com pleted hi* confer­ 
ence w th 
President 
Eisenhower 
Tuesday. 
In a joint 
communique 
the 
two 
urged 
Soviet 
leaders 
to 
agree to a 
first-step 
disarm a­ 
ment plan to cre-.te “ a degree 
of confidence” in Russia’s inten­ 
tions.

east. 


A large part of the capital re­ 
mained without electric power 
as a result of Tuesday’* under­ 
ground explosion, which blacked 
out much of 
Havan’s 
electric 
system . A second blast went off 
Tuesday night near the home of 
Cabinet Ministe 
Andrew Domin­ 
go Morales, but no damage was 
reported. 


B atista issued a 
warning 
that 
ail the dynam ite hi* enem ies could 
m uster would not be enough “ to 
interrupt our patriotic plans to as­ 
sure the people their progress and 
their liberties.” 


B atista forces clashed with in­ 
surgents Tuesda; 
near 
Holguin, 
in northeast Cuba; near M anza­ 
nillo, in the 
southeast, 
and 
at 
Cienfuengo*, in the ventral prov­ 
ince of Las Villas. 
An arm y com m unique said the 
Holguin aciton 
involved 
a 
rebel 
group which landed at Cabonico 
Bay last Thursday from the Flor­ 
ida-based yacht Corinthia. It said 
there w ere 16 rebel casualties and 
the rest of the band 
was

ORIGINAL reports said 25 men 
had landed from the Corinthia and 
five had been captured within a 
few hours. The rem ainder were 
said to have been heading for the 
Sierra C ristal Mountains of north­ 
east Cuba. F arm ers in the area 
indicated the band was growing, 
saying they had seen m ore than 
IOO well-arm ed men. 
The Manzanillo skirm ish rep o rt­ 
edly involved forces of insurgent 
leader Fidel Castro, who has been 
i operating in

nearby 
Sierra 
M aestra range since landing from 
Mexico last Decem ber. The arm y 
said both sides suffered casualties. 
The 35 plotters were reported 
arrested at Cienfuegos. Interior 
Minister Santago Rey said they 
were surprised at a secret meet- 
ing and taken after a gunfight 
but that there were no casual­ 
ties. 
He opined that they were p re­ 
paring to move into the central 
Cuban m ountains, em ulating Cas- < 
tro ’s guerrillas.

This May 30 will be the last tim e 
that A m ericans will gather at Ar­ 
lington National Cem etery to honor 
the Unknown Soldier of World War 
I, resting beneath the stately, m ar­ 
ble tomb we know so well. 
By M emorial Day of 1958. Con­ 
gress plans to rem odel this famous 
m onum ent so it will accom m odate 
two m ore unknown soldiers, o n e 
from World W ar II and one from 
the Korean conflict.Their bodi e s 
will be moved from U. S. m ilitary 
cem eteries abroad, and reinterred 
at Arlington with special cerem on 
ies set for next May 30. 
Some have objected to Congress’s 
plan for opening the beautiful tomb 
and changing its design. However, 
in a way, it is fitting and proper 
that the unidentified dead of World 
W ar ll and Korea have a monu­ 
m ent. 
For besides the Arlington m em or­ 
ial to the Unknown Soldier of World 
W ar I, Am erica has several other 
tom bs of unknown heroes who fell 
in other conflicts. These other mon­ 
um ents, in scattered locations, are 
almost as unknown as the men to 
whom they were erected! 
Closest to Arlington is the na­ 
tion's first tom b of the unknown 
soldier, known to few of us today, 
but sacred to the m em ory of one 
who died to attain the country’s 
independence. This is the m o n u- 
ment to the Unknown Soldier of 
the A m erican Revolution, situated 
in a lonely churchyard in Alexan­ 
dria, Va.

ed in a quiet corner of the church­ 
yard of A lexandria'sold (P resby­ 
terian) M f * ting house, w h e r e 
funeral services w ere condue t e d 
for the unknown hero’s com m and-1 
er, Gen. George W ashington.

ated, and in 1866, I had to be clos­ 
ed.

THIS PLAQUE was put in the 
Old Chapel at the academ y in honor 
of Benedict Arnold the Revolutionar 
W ar officer who turned traitor. La­ 
ter Arnold's nam e was gouged out 
of the plaque because of his dis­ 
loyalty, Today the stone bears only 
the words: 
“ Major G e n e r a l ” and ' Born 
1740,” 
Though Benedict Arnold lived ijf 
another 20 years- in the heart of 
America he died in 1780, the year 
j in which he betrayed West Point 
I to the British.

South Tip of Fayette County Battles Rebels 
Crawls with 17-Year Locusts On 3 Fronts

The extreme southern tip of Fay­ 
ette County is crawling with 17- 
year locusts, but thw infestation is 
limited to that area. 
Starting a few days ago the lo­ 
custs suddenly appeared by th e 
millions jn the lower part of the 
county, and over most of the south­ 
ern hill counties. Billions of the in­ 
sects are now making life almost 
unbearable with their noise— al­ 
most a roar in some sections. 
In the mean time hogs, b i rds 
and fish are feasting on the un- 
usual inserts which had spent 17 
years under ground and then all 
came forth within 48 hours time. 
As the locusts (or cicada— pro­ 


nounced si-ka-da with acc e n t on 
syllable and a broad “A”) emerge 
from the ground they crawl up 
trees, bushes, buildings, posts and 
anywhere else they can cling. The 
locust proper comes forth from the 
shell and as soon as its wings are 
dry, is ready to fly, leaving the old 
shells in countless numbers clinging 
to 'the object on which the trans­ 
formation took place.

TUESDAY I was in south e r n 
Fayette County checking on the 'in­ 
sects, and was amazed to learn 
how sharply the line of the infesta­ 
tion and non - infestation was 
drawn. 
I had halted many times enroute 


to listen, for I have heard th e 
noisy cicada at various places and 
times since I was a boy, and knew 
I would instantly recognize t h e 
noise.

Adenauer Stand Ohio JP Courts 
Chills Hope for 


Inspection Pact 
WASHINGTON W—The possibil­ 
ity of negotiating with Russia a 
disarmament inspection zone in 
Europe appeared to be virtually 
ruled out today by Chancellor.. 
Konrad Adenauer’s opposition to 
including German territory. 
Such a tone, along with one 
In the northern Pacific area, has 
been discussed in disarmament 
talks under way in London as 
part of a “first-step” agreement 
involving Rusia and the U. S. 
Adenaurer told a news confer­ 
ence Tuesday that a first-step 
agreement on disarmament is pri­ 
marily a program for the United 
States and Russia. It “would not 
serve a useful purpose” he added 
to apply initial aerial inspection to 
Germany. 
He said that any first - step 
treaty with the Russians should 
avoid reductions of manpower and 
weapons in Europe. Those meas­ 
ures he said should be left for 
a later comprehensive pact which 
would deal also with, world, wide 
military cutbacks and global con­ 
trol. of nuclear weapons. 
SINCE GERMANY is toe key 
country in the heart of Europe and 
since Germany’s consent would be 
a requirement of any disarmament 
agreement affecting its territory 
the prospect for any such agree­ 
ment virtually disappeared und­ 
er Adenauer’s opposition. That sit­ 
uation would be changed only if 
his position turned out to be more 
flexible than, his words indicated 
or should be modified in the light 
©ffutureevents. 
The German leader winding up 
was scheduled to take off for Ger­ 
many late today after a round of 
ceremonial activities. 
Adenauer completed his confer­ 
ence w:tb President Eisenhower 
Tuesday. 
In a joint communique the 
two urged Soviet leaders to 
agree to a first-step disarma­ 
ment plan to create “a degree 
of confidence” in Russia’s inten­ 
tions. 
They said the limited plan could 
lead later to a “comprehensive 
disarmament 
agreement” 
but 
they agreed that any such step 
“must necessarily pre-suppose a 
prior solution of the problem of 
German reunification.” 
The communique disclosed that 
Adenauer had urged the Presi­ 
dent to plan on a four-power for­ 
eign ministers conference on Ger­ 
man reunification after the con­ 
clusion of an initial disarmament 
pact. This would involve the Unit­ 
ed States Britain France and 
Russia.

Is Inflated, 
Flies Just Fine 
OLATHE, Kan. (A — Richard 
Ulm unfolded a. .rubber airplane 
from a bundle a little bigger than 
a TV set, inflated it with com­ 
pressed air, affixed the small 
wooden propleUer, reeved up the 
engine and took off into the wild 
black yonder. 
Ulm is a pilot for the Goodyear 
Aircraft Division at Akron and his 
first public demonstration of the 
firm’s “Inflatoplane” was staged 
at the Olathe Naval Air Station 
Tuesday for the benefit of the Av­ 
iation Writers Assn. 
The plane is formed of fabric 
which somewhat resembles rub­ 
ber mattress material. It has a 23- 
foot wingspread when inflated and 
weighs around 200 pounds. The 
Goodyear people said its 44-horse­ 
power engine can haul it through 
the air at better than 60 miles an 
hour and uses so little fuel it can 
stay aloft eight hours. It has at­ 
tained altitudes higher than a 
mile. The cost: between $3,'000 
and $5,000.

Botista Claims 35 
Plotters Captured; 
Power Lilies Severed 
HAVANA UR—President Fulgen­ 
cio Batista’s forces have admit­ 
ted rebel opposition on t h r e e 
fronts. The government nabbed 35 
plotters in central Cuba and 
claimed 16 casualties in the north­ 
east. 
A large part of the capital re­ 
mained' without electric power 
as a result of Tuesday’s under­ 
ground explosion, which blacked 
out much of Ha van’s electric 
system. A second blast went off 
Tuesday night near the home of 
Cabinet Uníate Andrew; Domin­ 
go Morales, but no damage was 
.reported, 
Batista issued a warning that 
all'the dynamite his enemies could 
muster would not be enough “to 
interrupt our patriotic plans to as­ 
sure the people their progress and 
their' liberties.,” 
Batista forces clashed with in­ 
surgents Tuesda: near Holguin, 
in northtedst Cuba; near Manza­ 
nillo, in the southeast, and at 
Cienfuengos, in the central prov­ 
ince of Las Villas. 
An army communique said the 
Holguin aciton involved a rebel 
group which landed at Cabonico 
Bay last Thursday from the Flor­ 
ida-based yacht Corinthia. It said 
there were 16 rebel casualties and 
the rest of the band was being 
pursued.

ORIGINAL reports said 25 men. 
had landed from the Corinthia and 
five had. been captured within a 
few hours. The remainder were 
said, to have been, heading for the 
Sierra Cristal Mountains of north­ 
east Cuba, Farmers in the area 
indicated the band was growing, 
saying they had seen more than 
100 well-armed men. 
The Manzanillo skirmish report­ 
edly involved forces of insurgent 
leader Fidel Castro, who has been 
operating in the nearby Sierra 
Maestra range since landing from 
Mexico last December. The army 
said both sides suffered casualties. 
The 35 plotters were reported 
arrested at Cienfuegos. Interior 
Minister Santago Hey said they 
were surprised at a secret meet­ 
ing and taken after a gunfight 
but that there were no casual­ 
ties. 
He opined that they were pre­ 
paring to move into the central 
Cuban mountains, emulating Cas­ 
tro’s guerrillas. 
The Cuban Electricity Co. work­ 
ed furiously to restore service in 
Havana but s a i d power serv­ 
ice might, not be restored until 
Thursday. Authorities blamed the 
explosion, which, occurred eight, 
blocks from the national capitol 
on sabotage.

To Join World W ar I Hero

that Americans will gather at Ar­ 
lington National Cemetery to honor ! 
the Unknown Soldier of World W’ar 
I, resting beneath the stately, mar­ 
ble tomb we know so well. 
By Memorial. Day of 1958, Con- j 
gress plans to remoael this famous 
monument so it will, accommodate j 
two more unknown soldiers, one | 
from World War II and one from I 
the Korean conflict.Their bodi e s 
will be moved from U. S. military 
cemeteries abroad, and reinterred 
at Arlington with special ceremon­ 
ies set for next May 30. 
Some have objected to Congress’s 
plan for opening the beautiful tomb 
and changing its design. However, 
in a way, it is fitting and proper 
that the unidentified dead of World 
War II and Korea have a monu­ 
ment. 
For besides the Arlington memor­ 
ial to the Unknown Soldier of World 
War I, America, has several other 
tombs of unknown heroes who fell 
in other conflicts. These other mon­ 
uments, in scattered locations, are 
almost as unknown as the men to 
whom they were erected! 
Closest to Arlington is the na­ 
tion’s first tomb of the unknown 
soldier, known to few of us today, 
but sacred to the memory of one 
who died to attain the country’s 
independence.. This is the m o n. u- 
ment to the Unknown Soldier of 
the American Revolution, situated 
in a lonely churchyard in Alexan­ 
dria, Va.„

THIS MONUMENT was erect­ 
ed in a quiet corner of the church­ 
yard of Alexandria’«Old (Presby­ 
terian) M eeting house, w h e r e 
funeral services were conduc te d 
for the unknown hero’s command­ 
er, Gen. George Washington. 
As the years passed, the o 1 d 
colonial meeting house deteriori- 
ated, and in 1866, I. had to be clos­ 
ed. However, recently, p u b l i c 
contributions enabled, the building 
to be repaired, and opened again.

1740.” 
Though Benedict Arnold lived for 
another 20 years, in the heart of 
America he died in 1780, the year 
in which he betrayed West Point 
to the British.

Holiday with Trips; 
Traffic To Kill Many

As they have for four score and 
nine years, Americans Thursday 
will summon reverence and re­ 
membrance for the dead of the 
nation’s wars. 
Memorial Day was established 
May 30, 1868, by officers of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
The savage Civil War that rack­ 
ed the young nation for four 
years was fresh in their minds. 
Now the day has come to mean 
a time to pause and remember 
those who gave their lives in all 
our wars, from the Revolution 
to Korea. 
Veterans grouos, Boy Scout! 
and others will march in parades. 
They will hear rifle-crack salutes 
fired over graves, some almost 
fresh, some very old. They will 
hear Taps blown on a bugle. 
Many will feel fresh grief as 
they lay wreaths and flowers on 
graves of soldiers they had loved. 
For millions of other» the holi­ 
day will signal a great exodus on 
highways and trains, heading1 for 
a picnic or a visit. The weather 
forecast is fair and mild for most 
of the nation. Before the four-day 
weekend is over many new deaths 
will be added to the toll of war, 
but. they will be auto t r a f f i. c 
deaths. The National Safety Coun 
cil 'predicts 120 Americans will 
die on the highways Thursday. 
At the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at Arlington National Cem 
etery,. ceremonies will be held in 
the amphitheater. Secretary of the

speak. A presidential wreath will 
be laid at the tomb. 
Among the other observances 
will be those at An tie! am. National 
Battlefield Site, Maryland; Battle­ 
ground National Cemetery, Wash­ 
ington, D. C.; Gettysburg National 
Cemetery; Home of Franklin D.

Diet and Health 
Vaccination Proof 
Needed for Travel 


By HERMAN N. BUN DESEN 
The United States has made 
great steps in eradicating many 
diseases. Many other countries, 
however, have not been so fort­ 
unate. 


Health Problem 
With modern air travel making 
it relatively simple to fly from 
the U. S. to virtually any foreign 
nation in a m atter of hours, this 
could 
become quite a serious 
health problem. 
But the U. S. 
Public 
Health 
Service and the World Health Or­ 
ganization have established reg­ 
ulations designed to prevent the 
spread of infectious disease from 
one nation to another. 


Certificate Required 
If you do go abroad, you will 
need an International Certificate 
of Vaccination to do so. 
In order to enter or re-enter 
the United States, you will need 
valid certificates attesting to the 
fact that you have been vaccinat­ 
ed against cholera, smallpox and 
yellow fever, depending on which 
country you have visited. 


Q uarantine Period 
If you. cannot prove you have 
had the 
required 
vaccinations, 
you m ay be subject to vaccina­ 
tion or surveillance up to 14 days. 
These foreign quarantine regula­ 
tions are based on the incubation 
period of the various diseases. 
B etter check with your local 
health, or federal government of­ 
ficials to determ ine just what dis­ 


ease protection you’ll need when 
going abroad. 
Then see your doctor or health 
departm ent for the proper vacci­ 
nations. And be sure to obtain the 
needed official form s certifying 
your immunization. 
Incidentally, belter not. plan on 
bringing back any pets. The Unit­ 
ed States and m any other nation,s 
have strong regulations against 
the importation of birds, dogs, 
cats and monkeys which might 
have psittacosis. 
This is a disease, usually found 
in parrots,, parakeets and love­ 
birds, which can be transm it­ 
ted. to humana,. .A virus disease, it 
responds well to treatm ent with 
large doses of penicillin.

As the search for oil continues 
here, I have obtained still addition­ 
al information regarding some of 
the wells drilled in the county in 
search of water. 
For instance when a well w a s 
drilled on the Damon E. Merritt 
farm, White Oak Rd sometime ago, 
the drill went down to a depth of 
101 feet without striking limestone, 
which is usuall- found at a depth 
of not to exceed 75 feet in that 
area 
When a good flow of water was 
struck at IGI feet, in a bed of 
gravel twigs and other fragments 
of wood were brought up by the 
bailer. 
To me this would in d ite a pre­ 
glacial stream bed in that area, 
which had worn deep into the bed­ 
rock. arid was filled with glacial 
drift pik'd on top of twigs, logs 
and other debris 
Within a few miles of the Mer­ 
ritt home one of the big pre-gla­ 
cial rivers cut through the north­ 
eastern part of Fayette County and 
flowed northwest, possibly to Lake 
Erie. 
Some other interesting t h i n g s 
were found in the Merritt we l l , 
which was drilled by Glenn McCoy. 
At a depth of 20 feet, the drill 
penetrated 15 feet of quicks a n d, 
and during the next 66 feet the drill 
encountered black, yellow, g r e y 
and red muck until two thin lay­ 
ers of gravel were found. 
Gravel was struck at the 101-foot 
depth, and water arose to within 
IO feet of the surface . 
I appreciate the information re­ 
garding toe Merritt well, whi c h 
was furnished by Mrs. Merritt. 
• • • 
PIGMIES IN AMERICA 
Scores of skeletons found buried 
ir. Fayette County indicate that the 
Indians w e r e people who stood 
fmm 5 to 6 feet in height, possibly 
a little taller, or about the height 
of the ave-age person today. 
However a few Indian skeletons 
have been found in Ohio showing 
that some of the inhabitants here 
hundreds of years ago were well 
0 er six feet in height. 
So far as I know, no skeletons 
of pigmies have been found in this 
area or even in Ohio. 
However skeletal remains found 
In Tennessee more than 150 years 
ago. indicate that a race of pig­ 
mies existed in that part of the 
country, some of them being un­ 
der three fee in height. 
I quote the f o l l o w i n g from 
•^Chronicles of Border Warfare”, 
published in Clarksburg, Va. in 
1831 or 126 years ago. regarding 
the pigmies: 
“ In Tennessee many walls of 


faced stone, and even walled wells 
have been found in many places, 
ai such depths and under such cir­ 
cumstances as to preclude the idea 
of their having been made by the 
whites since the discovery of Co­ 
lumbus. 
“ In this state, too, have been 
found burying grounds, in w'hich 
the skeletons seem all to have been 
those of pigmies. The graves in 
which the bodies had been deposit­ 
ed, were seldom three f e e t in 
length, >et the teeth in the skulls 
prove that they were the bodies of 
persons of mature age. 
“ Upon the whole there cannot be 
much doubt, that America was 
once inhabited by a people, not 
otherwise allied to the Indians of 
the present day, than that they 
were descendants of him, from 
whom has sprung the whole human 
family.”

As the search for oil continues 
here, 1 have obtained still addition­ 
al informatioii regarding some of 
the wells drilled in the county in 
search of water. 
For instance when a well w a s 
drilled on the Damon E. Merritt 
farm, White Oak Rd sometime ago, 
the drill went down to a depth of 
101 feet without striking limestone, 
which is usua 11*" found at a depth 
of not to exceed 75 feet in that 
area 
When a good flow of water was 
struck 
at 101 feet, in 
a bed of 
gravel, twigs and other fragments 
of wood were brought up by the 
bailer. 
To me this would indicate a pre- 
glacial 
stream bed 
in that area, 
which had worn deep into the bed­ 
rock. and was filled with glacial 
drift piled on top of twigs, logs 
.and other debrir. 
Within a few miles of the Mer­ 
ritt home one of the big pre-gla­ 
cial rivers cut through the north­ 
eastern part of Fayette County and 
flowed northwest, possibly to Lake 
Erie. 
Some other interesting t h i n g s 
were found in the Merritt w e l l , 
which was drilled by Glenn McCoy. 
At a depth of 20 feet, the drill 
■penetrated 15 feet of quicks a n d , 
and during the next 66 feet the drill 
encountered black, yellow, g r e y 
and red muck until two thin lay­ 
ers of gravel were found. 
Gravel was struck at the 101-foot 
depth, and water arose to within 
10 feet of the surface . 
I appreciate the information re­ 
garding the Merritt well, whi c h 
was furnished by Mrs. Merritt.

PIGMIES IN AMERICA 
Scores of skeletons found buried 
k: Fayette County indicate that the 
Indians w e r e people who stood, 
f*-om 5 to 6 feet in height, possibly 
a little taller, or about the height 
of the ave-age person today. 
However a few Indian skeletons 
have been found in Ohio showing 
that some of the inhabitants here 
hundreds of years ago were well 
© er six feet in height. 
■So far as I know, no skeletons 
of pigmies have been found in this 
area or even .in Ohio. 
However skeletal remains found 
in Tennessee more than 150 years 
ago, indicate that a race of pig­ 
mies existed in that part of the 
country, some of them being un­ 
der three fee in height. 
I quote 'the f o l i o w i n g from 
"Chronicles of Border W arfare”, 
published in. Clarksburg., Ya, in 
1831 or 126 years ago. regarding 
the pigmies: 
‘‘In Tennessee many walls of 


faced stone, and even walled wells 
have been found in many places, 
ai such depths and under such cir­ 
cumstances as to preclude the idea 
of their having been made by the 
whites since the discovery of Co­ 
lumbus. 
“ In this state, too,, have been 
found burying grounds, in which 
the skeletons seem all, to have been 
those of pigmies. The graves in 
which the bodies had been deposit­ 
ed, were seldom three f e e t in 
length, jet the teeth in the skulls 
prove that 'they were the bodies of 
persons of mature age. 
“ Upon the whole there cannot be 
much doubt, that America was 
once inhabited by a people, not 
otherwise allied to the Indians of 
the present, day, than, that they

of him,

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Traditionally, he said, classroom 
design has been based on the as­ 
sumptions that all students are 
right-handed, because all l i g h t 
comes from the left; that daylight 
beam ed on a. few rows is enough 
for the whole room; that teachers 
and students should never move in­ 
to groups or change positions; and 
that the world around has nothing 
to teach. 
He changes this by 
opening 
walls on ail sides of the room to 
give light to both right, and left- 
handed; desks movable so stu­ 
dents can work either in groups 
or as a whole class, and the class­ 
room and the school building are 
opened to the world around it— 
be it wooded glen or busy city 
street. 
V ersatility is the key to school 
rooms designed by Perkins. The 
library, for example, is more than 
a storage place for books, he says. 
It also should make reading a 
“pleasant and e n r i c h i n g ex­ 
perience.” 
• * • 
IN HIS BOOK, commissioned, by 
the Libbey-Qwens-Ford Glass com­ 
pany, Perkins makes another break 
with t r a d i t i o n , criticizing fix­ 
ed “scientific” lighting and pastel 
colors. 
“The recipe for a pleasing class­ 
room atmosphere, one that stimu­ 
lates and encourages learning is at 
best nebulous,” he says. “At least 
two additional ingredients however 
can be pinpointed: the fresh, ever- 
changing outdoor scene and bright 
color. 
“ Make the outdoors a part of 
the classroom, and paint walls or 
fixtures in vivid primary colors 
and you have done much to make 
the classroom a friendly, work­ 
able place.” 
Like most architects, Lawrence 
Perkins is an admirer of beautiful 
buildings. However, he insists that 
beauty is not necessarily an end 
in itself. 
• * . * 
“BUILDINGS never fall d o w n , 
they are torn down. Ugly buildings 
are torn down long before their 
physical usefulness has ended. The 
more beautiful will last longer, be 
loved and cared for . . .and the 
beautiful will make the greatest 
contribution to education,” says 
Perkins. 
Lawrence Perkins’ concern for 
children and their schools is no 
accident. L has been his whole 
life. 
The son of the late Dwight Heald 
Perkins, a noted school architect of 
another yar, and Lucy Fitch Per­ 
kins, author and illustrator of a 
series of famous children’s books, 
Lawrence Perkins found that “child 
centered” schools were the subject 
of much table talk of his noted

IN ONE WOODS there was not 
a sound, and in the next woods 200 
yards further down the road there 
was the sound of countless numbers 
of locusts. 
Halting at the R. E. P u r t e l l 
home, w'hich is in the midst of the 
noise, I found no one at home.

Wain, and turning into a short lane

After mating, the femal e s 
deposit eggs in twigs and sm a 11 
branches. A single female may lay 
400 to 600 eggs. Twigs in which 
eggs have been deposited o f t e n 
break or are killed.” 
Cicada do not feed on foliage of 
any kind and therefore do not de­ 
stroy field crops, according to the 
OSU expert. They prefer oak, hick­ 
ory, apple, pear, peach and grape 
for egg - laying. 
The eggs which have been de­ 
posited in the twigs hatch in six to 
seven days. The ant - like young 
then drop to the ground and enter 
the soil where they spend the next 
17 years.
